This twenty-seventh in the series of annual reports submitted to the people 
of Chittenden presents tabulations for the calendar year 1962. In the Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare’s programs of assistance to the aged, blind and disabled 
30% of the costs of hospital and physician services, as well as the excess over 
$75.00 per month in Nursing Home care, are assessed against the town of 
settlement of the recipients of such care. Participation charges incurred by 
zy community during the past year for each of these types of care were as 
follows:

Under similar settlement provisions town participation in the program of 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at the rate of one-eighth the assist- 
ance grants while costs incurred for the care of Committed Children are borne 
equally by the local and state agencies. Charges assessed against your com- 
munity for the former amounted to $370.28 and for the latter $38.75 for the 
year just closed. 

During April, 1962 there were 7 recipients of Old Age Assistance, 0 re- 
cipients of Aid to the Blind and 3 recipients of Aid to the Permanently and 
Totally Disabled residing in your community. Direct money payments to these 
persons were financed entirely out of state-federal funds. Among the other pro- 
erams financed from these same sources were Services for the Blind, Adoption 
Services and the recently inaugurated Medical Aid for the Aged. While no 
town-by-town records are compiled for these categories, their benefits were 
available to all qualified residents.
